The expedition, which will be accompanied by eighty teams of herses, sleighs, und 
three trains of dogs will be in charge of Hon. Edwar Dewdney, ex-Minister of the Interior 
of Canada and ex-Lieutenant-Governor of British Columbia, and will be accompanied by 
Mr, Caldwell Ashworth, of London, à Director of the Corporation, 

The expedition will proceed to Fort Wrangel on its own X 100 A 1 serew ocean steamer 
“Amur,” or by some other suitable vessel, leaving Victoria about the lth of February. 

At Wrangel it is proposed to transfer to the Stikeen River and continue the journey on 
the ice vía the Stikeen River und the villages of Glenora and Telegraph Creek, thence by 
snow road to Teslin Lake. 

At Teslin Lake boats and seows will be built to convey the party and their outfits to 
Dawson City as soon as the Hootalinqua opens: that is, the expedition will follow the ice 
down that tine navigable stream, thereby avoiding the dangerous White Horse rapids and 
urrive at Dawson City at the earliest possible date thereafter in the spring.
